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Town looks to 
preserve 

“small town” during 
unprecedented 
growth

Twenty-five or 30 years down the road, 
when Didsbury is no longer a small 
town, but a small city, a lot of things will 
be different, but not everything has to 
change, says Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

Moore said Didsbury’s population 
could jump to 16,000 within 30 years and 
about 8,000 in the next 10 years, and 
while there are multiple economic bene¬ 
fits to growth, some might question, 
“what will we lose?” 

That’s why she said it’s 
important to be proactive 
and ask now, what should 
we keep? 

“How do we preserve 
the things we really 
value?” she said. 

“As we grow, how do 
residents want us to grow 
and how do they see pre¬ 
serving quality of life?" 

Answers to these ques¬ 
tions will be key when 
drafting a Municipal 
Sustainability Plan (MSP). 

The MSP is a require¬ 
ment of the federal fuel tax money the 
town is receiving. But it will also 
become an important tool for current 
and future councils in guiding growth 
and change. 

Communication will be vital, accord¬ 
ing to Moore, who says council has 
already been very good at gathering 
public input since beginning its term in 
2004. 

“If we’re going to represent residents, 
we need to know what they want." 

Residents will have another opportuni¬ 
ty to offer their opinions on various mat¬ 
ters, including the MSP, during the Town 
Hall Meeting at the 5-0 Club next week. 

Moore said through earlier consulta¬ 
tions with residents, council was able to 
obtain a clear vision of what the com¬ 
munity should look like in 10, 20 and 
even 30 years, and take that vision fur¬ 
ther to what success will look like in 
terms of economy, governance, environ¬ 
ment and culture. 

Those are the first two steps of a MSP, 
according to provincial recommenda¬ 
tions. 

But the third step: defining current 
reality, is where she thinks the town is at. 

“I think current reality might look a bit 


different to residents now than it did 
when we first came in,” said Moore. 

“I think they’re pretty pleased with 
what we’ve done so far: how carefully 
we’ve contoured the goal of reducing 
debt and making sure we’re fiscally 
responsible, and to do infrastructure in 
a way that it only has to be done once 
and you don’t have to dig it up, and that 
we’ve planned for the future under¬ 
ground, upsizing for the town we’re 
going to be in 30 years.” 

Once the town has a clear understand¬ 
ing of current reality, it will work on 
how to put that into 
action. 

“We’ll have to ask how 
do we get from here to 
there?" said Moore. 

That’s Step four. 

Step five will be actual¬ 
ly implementing the plan 
and making sure it does¬ 
n’t sit on a shelf. 

Some communities, like 
Canmore, have hired con¬ 
sultants to draft their 
MSPs. Olds is a pilot com¬ 
munity for the AUMA, so 
its council is working 
with consultants as well. 

But Moore said she feels Didsbury is 
already ahead of the process and they 
can do it without a consultant. 

“We’re not going to do the convoluted, 
expensive process that Canmore did, 
because we think we’re more in touch 
with our residents because it’s a smaller 
town,” said Moore. 

“We have to do the same thing, only 
maybe be a little more thrifty and effi¬ 
cient," she said. 

But she does like Canmore’s attention 
to keeping a “small-town feel” and “dis¬ 
tinct identity” and wants to echo that in 
Didsbury’s plan. 

So she’s asking residents to think 
about what they want Didsbury to look 
like in the future. 

“What do you value?” 

The Town Hall Meeting will take place 
March 14 at 7 p.m. at the 5-0 Club. 

Besides the MSP, other issues and ini¬ 
tiatives, including green bins, solid fuel 
burning appliances, curfew bylaws, cat 
bylaw, Centennial Trail and affordable 
housing, will be discussed. 

Council will give a brief presentation, 
but the meeting will really be an open 
discussion forum, said Moore.

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Rejection of anti-terror measures a dangerous move: MP

Canadians have been made more vul¬ 
nerable to terrorist attaek with the 
rejection in Parliament last week of a 
government motion that would have 
extended anti-terrorism measures, says 
Wild Rose MP Myron Thompson. 

“Do you want to protect Canadians or 
don’t you?" said Thompson. 

“They (opposition parties) are saying 
there has to be a balance between civil 
rights, and of course there has to be. But 
at the same time you’re number one 
objective should be to protect Canadian 
society and now we have no tools. 

Asked if Canada will now see a rash of 


terrorist activities, Thompson said, “1 
don’t think so, but what I think you’re 
going to see is a rash of public concern 
regarding where are we in terms of 
being protected under the 1 law.” 

Liberal, NI)P and Bloc MPs joined 
forces on Feb. 27 to vote down a pro¬ 
posed two-year extension of anti-terror¬ 
ism measures 

The motion to extend was defeated by 
a vote of 159 to 124. 

The defeated measures allowed feder¬ 
al authorities to detain suspected terror¬ 
ists without charge, and to compel sus¬ 
pects with knowledge of terrorist activi¬ 
ty to testify in court. The measures were 
introduced by Paul Martin Liberal gov¬ 
ernment following terrorist attacks on 


Sept. 11, 2001. 

The measures have reportedly never 
been used. 

Following the vote, PM Stephen 
Harper predicted the vote will hurt the 
opposition parties at the polls. 

"This issue is not going to go away. It's 
going to haunt the Liberal party from 
now until the election campaign," 
Harper said. 

"Any party that doesn't take the 
nat ional security of Canadians seriously 
will never be chosen by Canadians to 
form the government of Canada." 

Liberal leader Stephane Dion said 
Harper is mistaken, and that Canadians 
will support a party that balances secu¬ 
rity needs with civil rights. 


"Canadians want somebody, a leader, 
able to fight terrorism with determina¬ 
tion and to be there to protect their 
rights with determination," said Dion. 

"These two provisions especially have 
done nothing to fight against terrorism, 
have not been helpful and have contin¬ 
ued to create some risk for civil liber¬ 
ties," he said. 

Asked what the government is going 
to do, MP Thompson replied, “That’s a 
good question. I’m waiting to hear. I 
don’t know what we can do, we are a 
minority. The majority scrapped the act, 
against even the will of past leaders of 
the Liberal Party because it was their 
bill to begin with The whole thing just 
don't make sense to me.”

She brought 
lengths of fabric, (goods) 
and she and mom sewed. 

When I started grade 
one she brought “goods” 
and she and mom made 
three new dresses for me. 
When Uncle Albert came 
to pick her up I was 
expected to model the 
new dresses and I was so 
paralyzed with shyness 
that I was balky and mis¬ 
erable and deprived 
Grandma of whatever 
pleasure she might have 
had from the occasion. 

Grandma used Sandal 
Wood soap and for years I 
kept a scrap of it in my 
jewel box. Its scent 
brought her into the room 
and I could see her face 
and remember her hands, 
strong and warm and 
quick, knitting the mitts 
we got every Christmas, 
kneading bread, picking 
peas. She was not a sweet 
and cuddly grandma, she 
certainly never offered to 
spoil us but the little 
patchwork quilt seems to 
imply that Grandma's 
character held more soft¬ 
ness and playfulness than 
we realized at the time. I 
wish 1 had known her bet¬ 
ter. She died when I was 
nine.

Grandpa's was an 
arranged marriage. 

Grandpa was a widower, 
with a six-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, living in Marysville 
Washington. He was a 
recent arrival from 
Norway and another 
immigrant family told 
him that they knew a 
young widow in Norway 
who also had a six-year- 
old daughter and would 
like to come to America. 

“She is smart and nice 
looking, but a very stern 
woman," they told him. 

So they corresponded, 
she came to Washington, 
they married and then 
took up a homestead 
west of Ponoka where my 
mother, two more daugh¬ 
ters and a son were born. 

Grandma was stern 
alright. When she came to 
visit she marched into the 
house, set down her vari¬ 
ous bags and parcels and 
went to work. We were a 
big family and Mom had 
her hands full so I hope 
she welcomed Grandma’s 
“helpful” visits but it was 
not much fun for us kids 
and Dad hated it. 

Grandma turned out 
cupboards and closets, 


My mother, Martha 
Hermanda Mattern, was 
born in 1902 so if 
Grandma, Annie Katrine 
Mattern, made the little 
quilt when mom was four 
or five it has to be one 
hundred years old. The 
quilt is 14X15 inches, 
patchwork, a formal pat¬ 
tern on one side, maybe 
wedding ring, and crazy 
patchwork on the other. 
The patches are awfully 
small, and each patch is 
outlined in embroidery; 
there are several differ¬ 
ent stitches and different 
colours of thread. I can't 
name all the fabrics but I 
can identify velvet, wool, 
corduroy, linen, and silk. 

I have no idea what 
Grandma used to stuff 
the quilt but it has gone a 
bit lumpy over the years. 
Grandma and mom were 
both washing fanatics so 
it probably saw a scrub 
board on a regular basis. 
The colours are faded 
now, soft reds and blues, 
muted plaids and stripes. 
One bit of dark brown 
velvet is surprisingly 
vibrant and I wonder 
what was made from the 
piece of fabric this little 
scrap represents.

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MP Thompson 
defends animal abuse 
petition stance

Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson says the recent 
suggestion by a national 
animal activist group that 
he is failing to properly rep¬ 
resent the view of 
Canadians who signed the 
so-called Daisy Duke peti¬ 
tion are wholly unfounded. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Humane Societies 
(CFHS), a charity organiza¬ 
tion that promotes animal 
welfare, said Thompson 
“continues to deliberately 
misrepresent” the opinions 
of more than 111,000 
Canadians who signed the 
petition. 

“I get so tired of this non¬ 
sense that I don't support 
the petition," said 
Thompson. 

“There are portions that I 
do support. Those animal 
group activists they have 
nothing better to do with 
their time that push that 
one agenda. 

“They can say I’m misrep¬ 
resenting. I am not misrep¬ 
resenting. I am fighting to 
get increase penalties for 
the animals." 

The Daisy Duke petition, 
which was presented to the 
House last months, was 
prompted by an animal cru¬ 
elty case in Didsbury 
where a dog was severely 
injured in October 2005. 
Two people are facing 
charges in the case. 

The petition specifically 
calls for Parliament to 
reject Bill S-213, a bill that 
toughens penalties against 
animal abuse but, accord¬ 
ing to the CFHS, doesn’t 
close loopholes in current 
animal cruelty offences. 

Instead, the petition calls 
for support of a second bill, 
C-373, which organizers 
say will close the loop¬ 
holes. 

“Myron Thompson is 
knowingly misrepresenting 
the view of voters from his 
riding and ac ross Canada 
to push his personal agen¬ 
da on this issue," said Steve 
Carroll, CEO of the CFHS. 

“Only two weeks ago, we 
met with Mr. Thompson to 
brief him on the issue, yet 
he has chosen to ignore 
both the facts and the will 
of the electorate. 

“Despite the foundation¬ 
less claims made by Mr. 
Thompson, Bill C-373 will 
not affect lawful activities 
like farming, hunting, fish¬ 
ing, angling or trapping any 
more than it would affect, 
for example, the euthana¬ 
sia of animals in veterinary 
clinics or animal shelters." 

In reply, Thompson says 


relying on C-373 would 
take far too long to bring 
about the needed changes 
to Canada’s animal cruelty 
laws. 

“If you wait for C-373, 
have a nice wait," said

Thompson. “It’s a private 
members bill and it’s 139 
on the list. That's going to 
take forever, maybe in the 
next year or two. We’ve got 
a bill before the House (S- 
213) that’s strengthens the 
penalties and the punish¬ 


ment for the mistreatment 
of animals. I want that 
done right off the bat. We 
have a good chance of get¬ 
ting it done. 

“I’m saying you can take 
S-213, get the changes to 
the penalty portion, and if 
we need to fix it even fur¬ 
ther we can do that 
through amendments, 

through committee, 

through study of the bill. 
But if you say reject S-213 
then the status quo is what 
you get and people are sick 
and tired of the status quo." 

Thompson said he has 
received numerous calls 
from organizations calling 
for protection under any 
new law. 

“What is happening now 
is we are getting fishermen 
groups, hunting groups, 
farmers’ groups, and all 
these other groups that are 
saying, don’t you dare go 
beyond beyond S-213 
because those kinds of 
things are going to hinder 
our normal practices," he 
said.

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Push for “next level” of girls’ hockey is on 


Players to be drawn from all over county

Girls’ hockey could soon get a lot bigger in Mountain View 
County if one father's wish comes true. 

Keith Anderson is lobbying the Alberta M^jor Midget 
board of directors to get a nuyor midget AAA girls’ team for 
the area because he says right now there just aren’t enough 
options for girls. 

“Quite a few can play with the boys, but when they get to 
the midget level, the boys get pretty rough and tough, and 
the girls need that next level of very, very high quality of 
hockey to lx» able to jump to, if they so desire," he said. 

Anderson knows firsthand the limitations facing female 
hockey players in Central Alberta. 

last year his 14-year-old (laugher, who had already played 
11-16 and been to the Winter Games, was ready to try out for 
midget hockey.

after week for tryouts. Some of the practices didn’t start 
until 10 p.m. which meant the Andersons didn’t get home 
until 1 am. 

And after all that effort, she was the last girl cut from the 
team. 

“Had she Ireen a local of Red Deer she would have made 
the team,” said Anderson. 

She’s not alone. Red Deer has an import rule, meaning 
then 1 art> a limited number of spots for girls living outside the 
Red Deer area 

After being cut, Anderson’s only other option was 
Okotoks, but Red Deer had held on to her long enough that 
tryouts in Okotoks were already over.

snapping up our female hex'key player, so it gives them a 
very good opportunity.” 

The team, if approved, would actually be bast'd out of 
Cochrane, but would draw from Didsbury, Olds, Carstairs, 
Sundre, Innlsfail, and even Banff and C'anmore for its play¬ 
ers. 

“There an* a phenomenal amount of girls out of this corri¬ 
dor that are just fantastic hockey players,” said Anderson. 

He said the team would likely hold “travelling” practices 
in all of the towns. 

“Just to showcase the girls and really develop girls’ hock¬ 
ey through the little towns to that next level," he said. 

Development is a big part of Anderson’s long-range plan, 
so the coaches would go into all of the towns and hold prac¬ 
tices for girls from novice, atom, peewee, bantam and 
midget teams. 

“You’ve got this high quality coaching guy coming in and 
meeting with the girls and talking with them and also having 
the nuyor midget practice there as well," said Anderson.

The proposal is in and Anderson has the help of 
Cochrane’s female lax-key ( (xirdinator Mike Rost' , and 
Mary Wilson out of Olds. 

The group Is already working on getting corporate spon¬ 
sors in place and getting the word out to girls interested in 
playing. 

They expect the board t o make a decision before the end 
of March. 

If it Is approved, the Mountain View Mustangs AAA Midget 
girls’ team will start conditioning camp the last week in 
August and then go into tryouts after the long weekend in 
September.
